‘“What were the numbers of the Mo- 
hammedan population in the conquered 
territory two months ago, and what to- 
day? 

‘““What were the tortures which had 
been inflicted upon the wretched creat- 
ures, men, and women, who were piti- 
lessly hunted down? 

“What is the military status of the 
Sulgarian komitajis? Is it not the 
same as that of the Turkish bashi- 
bazouks, about whose doings there-has 
been such an outcry in the past? Have 
the Bulgarian authorities hanged one 
of them? 

“What has been the role of the Bul- 
garian and Servian regulars? ”’ 

“These and other questions, e @., 
the torture of the Jews, call aloud for 
international investigation. The

As it was 
difficult to dig graves for the mur- 
dered corpses, the ground being frozen, 
| they flung them into cisterns near 
Uskub. Thirty-eight cisterns are filled 
with corpses. 

“As I have a perfect command of the

Not a Vindication of Brané@dt, 


Brandt himself sat through this hearing 
in the Executive Chamber, which was 
crowded with spectators. He looked 
ashamed and, perhaps, contrite, but did 
not seem as deeply moved as some of the 
other principals. Among other things, 
he had to listen to a speech by Goy. Sul- 
zer, in which the Governor bluntly de- 
clared he did not consider Brandt the in- 
nocent boy he had been made out by 
advocates, and made plain his position 
that he was merely correcting what he 
considered a judicial error. 

“Brandt is not a martyr,’’ said the 
Governor. ‘As an individual he is en- 
titled to little consideration. I have no 
sympathy for Brandt, but I have great 
regard for the due administration of 
justice.” 

Mr. Schiff did not appear, either per- 
sonally or by counsel, to oppose the par- 
don. In a letter which he wrote to Gov 
Sulzer, and which the Governor read at 
the hearing, Mr. Schiff said that if 
Brandt's release was asked for as an act 
of mercy and not as one of justice he 
would interpose no objection. 

‘“‘Justice has been done,”’ he asserted. 

Brandt when he left the Executive 
Chamber did so as the ward of United + 
States Senator Knute Nelson of Minne- 
sota, who in a sense has accepted re- 
sponsibility for his future conduct. They 
went to New York together. Senator 
Nelson announced before he left that he 
would send Brandt out to Minnesota, 
where employment and a home are awalt- 
ing him. 


Lawyers’ Speeches Unspoken, 


The setting of the public hearing that 
culminated with the freeing of Brandt 
was remarkable. Nothing that could add 
to the dramatic effect had been over- 
looked. With all that it was marked by 
dignity and with a certain solemnity, 
which at times bordered on pathos. A 
delegation representing the United Swed- 
ish Societies was on hand to urge that 
| Brandt be pardoned. It was at their request 
that the public hearing was arranged. 
| Mirabeau I. Towns, the Brooklyn lawyer 
who figured largely in the senga- 
| tional court proceedings growing out of 
Brandt's earlier applications for pardon, 
was on hand to speak for the Swedes. 
Mr. Towns, much to his regret, found no 
excuse for making an argument. 

The only other lawyer present in an of- 
ficial capacity was William Rand, Jr., 
| ex-Assistant District Attorney, who had

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COMPENSATION BILL 
BARS STATE PLEDGE 


Governmental! Insurance Avoided 
by Proposed Law That Bor- 
rows from Three States. 


MEASURE MADE OPTIONAL 


Employer May Carry: Risk or Un- 
load It—Emmet Says Provisions 
Protect Many Workmen. 


Bpecial to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Jan. 17.—A bill to provide for 
workmen’s compensation within the limi- | 
tations prescribed by the Court of Ap-| 
Pealg in its decision holding unconstitu- 
tional the law urged by the Wainwright 
Commission was introduced in the Legis- 
lature to-day by Senator Foley and As- 
semblyman Walker. It is made optional, 
and, unlike the bill favored by the State | 
Federation of Labor, does not provide 
for State insurance nor a guaranty on the 
part of the State. The bill introduced 
to-day practically is an administration 
measure. In its preparation William | 
Temple Emmet, State Superintendent of 
Insurance, consulted Senators Wagner, 
Foley, and Blauvelt, Assemblyman Walk- | 
er, and H. B. Bradbury, an attorney who | 
has made a study of the subject. The} 
State Insurance Department has taken a | 
position against State insurance. 

The bill provides that every employer | 
and employe shall be considered as within | 
the provisions of the act unless the In- | 
surance Department receives notice of an | 
intention to reject its provisions. Em- | 
ployers who decide to come within the 
act are required either to insure their} 
liability for compensation with stock or 
mutual insurance companies or to give | 
Satisfactory proof to the Insurance De- 
partment that they are able to meet their 
obligations. 

The compensation will include provision 
for payments, in cases of total or perma- 
nent disability, during the entire lifetime | 





of the employe. In fatal cases the com- 
pensation will be graded according to the 
number of dependents. The bill includes | 
non-resident aliens. 

The Insurance Department is authorized | 
to create a bureau of examiners to pass 
on each settlement. In case of a dispute 
litigants may have their cases determined 
in court or by the State’s examiners. The 
bill deprives employers who refuse to 
come within the provisions of the act of 
the three common-law defenses. In case 
an employer does not inform the depart- 
ment that he will not come within the 
provisions of the act, a claimant will have 
the choice of suing under the common law 
or under the Compensation act. This sec- 
tion, it is believed, will be effective in 
ene employers to insure their lia- 

y- 

As a protection to the employer the In- 
surance Department is to have authority 
to approve the premium rates charged by | 
mutual or stock casualty companies for 
compensation insurance. This the depart- 
ment believes will assure an economical 
administration of the funds collected for 
compensation purposes. 

Mr, Emmet said to-night the first ob- 
ject of this measure was to bring as many 
workmen as possible within the provisions 
of a compensation statute. He explained 
that the best features of the New Jersey, 
Massachusetts, and Michigan acts, all 
working smoothly, were adopted. It was 
thought best to put the system in the) 
charge of the Insurance Department, first 
because that department could suppress 
sharp practice, and second because it 
would be much less expensive to have the 
present department enlarged sufficiently 
to take care of the work than to create 
@ new one. 

“A cardinal principle,” Mr. Emmet con- 
tinued, ‘‘ was to see that the workmen 
and their dependents should be secured. 
This plan best was worked out, it was 
believed, by adopting the Michigan plan 
of compelling an employer to do one of 
three things: Either demonstrate to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioner of In- 
surance tnat he was financially able to 
carry the risk himself; insure in a mutual 
insurance association, or insure in a res: | 
ular liability insurance company.. Under 
such a plan it is believed the workmen 
will be more secure than under any other } 
yet devised. This last feature is not con- | 
tained in any law so far enacted. | 

“The third provision, relating to the| 
settlement of claims, provides that no} 
claim can be settled unless it has the ap- 
proval of a public officer. Neither an| 
employer nor an insurance company will} 
be able to take any advantage of an em-|

And Latest Date Since 1873 for Open 
.Rivers—Cold Snap Due Soon. 


“ According to the weather. man yester- 
day was the warmest Jan. 17 New York 
had known since the records of his bu- 
reau were established in 1871. The day 


was also noteworthy as the latest date 
since 1873 on which the Hudson River 
was open for navigation. To-day, though, 
the weather man asserted, the tempera- 
ture would probably drop, and he expect- 
ed the thermometer would register in the 
neighborhood of 20 degrees above zero by 
Sunday. 

While the maximum temperature of 59 
degrees. at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
and the minimum temperature of 54 de- 
grees established high records for Jan. 
17, the weather man said that the tem- 
perature taken for the month was not as 
mild as that. of January, 1890. In that 


year the average temperature for the}, 


month was 40.2 degrees. The first seven- 
teen days of this month showed an aver- 
age temperature of 39 degrees; so that 
the latter half of the month must be 
warmer than the first half if the record 
of January, 1890, is to be equaled, 

The Winter so far has been an un- 
usually warm one, the records of the 
Weather Bureau showing that it is the 
mildest since that of, 1889-1890, when the

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PLANS LOWER TARIFF 
ON PULP AND PAPER 


House Committee Hears John 
Norris, for Publishers, Plead for 
Admitting Canadian Product. 


INDUSTRIES ARE CODDLED 


Paper Makers, Opposing Change, 
Cor.tend That Thelr Home Market 
is Attacked by Most Nations. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—A substantial 
reduction of the tariff all along the line 
in the wood pulp and print paper sched- 
ule, and the retention approximately of 
the existing duties on tobacco, cigars and 
similar articles, which are regarded as 
luxuries, constitute part of the Democratic 
tariff revision programme to be presented 
to the coming extra session of Congress. 
This was the situation as viewed to- 
night by Democratic leaders, following 
two séssions to-day and another to-night 
in the marshalling of testimony on sched- 
ules ‘‘M” (pulps, papers, and books,) 
and ‘‘F’’ (tobacco and its manufactures.) 

Just how far the Democratic members 
will go in cutting the paper schedule is 
problematical. 
conference on the subject, but the con- 
sensus of their sentiment favors reduc- 
tion wherever possible. 

The chief interest of the day centred tn 
the contrary testimony of newspaper pub- 
lishers’ representatives and paper manu- 
facturers. John Norris of New York, 
Chairman of the Committee on Paper of 
the American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociation, representing consumers 
pay $55,000,000 a year. for news print 
paper, presented testimony in favor of 
lowering the tariff bars that shut out 
Canadian paper, and cutting off all 
restrictions upon the importation of the 
cheaper grades of paper and wood pulps 


entering into paper manufacture. The 
American Paper and Pulp Association, 
through Arthur C. Hastings of New York 


City, its President, representing, he said, | 


the paper industry with an investment of 
$400,000,000, and an annual business of 
$500,000,000, opposed any change in the 
tariff. 

Wants Broader Paper Market. 


Mr. Norris, in his pleas for news print 
paper from Canada, said that the news- 
paper publishers wanted Congress ‘to 
insure the procurement of a permanent 
and adequate supply of cheap paper by 
hroadening the paper market to _ the 
utmost.’’ He arraigned what he called the 
primitive methods of American paper 
manufacturers and the antiquity of their 
paper making machines, 

Mr. Norris asserted that the paper 
makers had been coddled and enervated 
by the tariff; that the International Paper 
Company had falsified and juggled the 
figures and had starved the market; that 
there had been fixed prices for years 
among the paper manufacturers, and that 
he could not buy a ton from the paper 
mills at a price within reason. He charged 
that the paper makers had attacked the 
credit of projectors of new enterprises, 
and had urged banks to refuse them loans, 
and that since 1898, when the Interna- 
tional Paper Company was formed, the 
paper makers in substantially all groups 
had been trying to regulate the market 
by combinations and to maintain prices. 

Mr. Norris further stated that exports 
of the paper trade'in 1912 exceeded im- 
ports by more than $2,000,000. 

“The paper makers,’’ he said, ‘ fail to 
tell you that while three-quarters of the 
machines operating in American mills are 
fit only for the scrap heap, nearly all the 
Canadian mills are equipped with modern 
machines made in America and manned 
by American paper makers.” 


Labor Protection a Fallacy. 


He also contended that the Tariff Board 
had punctured the labor protection fallacy; 
that the average cost of labor in all Cana- 
dian mills was only 8 cents a ton less than 
in the American mills, yet Congress had 


retained a $3.75 duty on news print 
matter, ‘‘ protessedly in the interest of 
labor.’’ Mr. Norris charged the American 
Paper and Pulp Association with selling 
abroad:at lower prices than to American 
consumers. 

Mr. Hastings, speaking for the paper 
and pulp industry, said that there were 
800 establishments in 32 States, employing 
80,000 people. He testified that at least 
85 per cent. of the production of the mills 
was of a qualityethat:could be imported 
into this countryeof*agvaiue of not over 
4 cents a pound.atethe. point of shipment, 
thus coming:in’freeeunder the Canadian 
reciprocity.law. He also said that a large 
proportion of the importations of paper 
and pulp was coming in free from Canada, 
and that pulp came free from some other 
nations. 

‘We, as an industry,’ said Mr. Hast- 
ings, ‘‘ are entitled to the same treatment 
as any other legitimate manufacturing in- 
dustry in this country. It is impossible 
to store any quantity of paper except at 
a prohibitive cost.’’ 

Mr. Hastings submitted that while Can- 
ada was the greatest competitor of the 
United States, England, Germany, and 
Sweden were large producers of the lower 
grades of the paper, and that the princi- 
pal export trade which was accessible to 
the United States paper manufacturers 
was almost held by those countries. 


Industry Assailed on All Sides. 


‘The paper industry in this country,” 
he said, “‘ is attacked in the home market 
by nearly every country in the world. We 
are the dumping ground for every paper 
and pulp manufacturing country. The in- 


crease of importations by the lowering of 
the tariff would amount to very little. 
Any increase in duties would result in a 
large increase in revenue without serious 
interference with the quantity imported.” 

There were many other witnesses. Rep- 
resentatives of the wall paper industry, 
through Robert Graves of New York, 
urgéd an increase from 35 to 40 per cent. 
on foreign wall paper, which, he said, 
comes into competition with the higher 
grades of domestic wall paper. He said 
the annual production of the’ wall paper 
industry was $13,000,000 and consump- 
tion $835,000 more. 

Representative Palmer of Pennsylvania, 
a Democrat, suggested that the witness, 
with the tariff on cheaper grades of wall 
paper already prohibitive, Would make the 
rate on the higher grades prohibitive. Mr. 
Graves said that foreign wall paper was 
a luxury of people of means. 

Charles W. Williams of New York, who 
said he was @ jobber friendly both to im- 
porters and to 2,000 paper box manu- 
facturers, favored a duty that was com- 
petitive and not prohibitive, and urged a 
reduction.of the tariff on raw materials 
for coated aper and other products, 
which, he said, would save the paper box 
manufacturers $1,000,000 and at the same

At the night hearing of the committee 
James L. Feeney of New York, represent- 
ing the International Brotherhood of 
Bookbinders, asked that the provision ad- 
mitting books printed more than twenty 
years free of or be amended to pro- 
vide that the books admitted free must 
also have been bound twenty years ago. 
Mr. Feeney said that ten years ago 1, 
men were employed in “art binderies”’ 
in the City of New York, and that to-day 
only 200 were so employed. He ascribed 
this condition to the practice of sending 
old books abroad to be rebound by cheap 
foreign labor and reimporting them free. 

Eben L, Brown of the United States Pa- 
per Mills, Watertown, N. Y., representing 
the news print mills of the country, said 
that paper mills had increased the wages 
of their employes, that the price of pro- 
duction had increased, but that by added 
efficiency the selling price of news print 
paper had been kept level during the last 
ten years. The cost of production, he 
said, had gone up from $6 to $9 a ton. 

‘““We are not here,” he said, “to urge 
the fixing of the duty on news print pa- 
per on a protection basis. But we do con- 
tend that as a revenue tariff the duty 
should remain at $3.75 a ton, as it is at 

resent. This would be an ad valorem 

uty of about 8 per cent.—a really low 
duty.”’ 

Mr. Brown argued that the wood pulp 
and paper provision of the Canadian reci- 
procity act was ‘oppressive and destruc- 
tive to the paper industry in the United 
States,’’ and should be repealed. 

W. J. Livingston of Detroit asked for 
the retention of the duty on lithographic 
paper and postcards, declaring that the 
duty did not affect the retail price of the 
product. After hearing Richard T. Ste- 
vens, President of the Japan Paper Com- 
pany; Peter J. Brady of the Allied Print- 
ing Trades, H. A. Craft, representing pa- 
per box makers, and Thomas O. Marvin 
of the Home Market Club of Boston, the 
committee adjourned. 


DESCRIBES SHIPPING TRUST. 


A. H. Bull Says Coastwise Combina- 
tlon Shuts Out Competitors. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—A giant com- 
bination practically controlling American 
coastwise trade on the Atlantic and oper- 
ating under an agreement with the rail- 
roads, by which prorating is refused to 
independent steamship lines except on full 
cargoes, was described to the House Ship- 
| ping Trust Committee to-day by A. H. 
Bull, President of the A. H. Bull Steam- 
| ship Company of New York. 

Describing efforts of the combination to 
drive his company out of the New York 
| and Porto Rican trade, Mr. Bull submit- 
ted circularg bearing the names of the In- 
sular Line and the New York and Porto 
Rican Steamship Company, offering dis- 
counts of 70 per cent. on freight rates 
during a week when the sailing of a Bull 
| liner for Porto Rico had been announced, 

When asked by Representative Hum- 
phrey of Washington why he had not placed 
these facts before the Department of Jus- 
tice, Mr. Bull said that he had been told 
that he was ‘‘as bad as any of the rest 
because he had signed a bond in 1900 not 
to enter into the Porto Rican trade for 
ten years. He said he had decided to 
await the action of the Congressional in- 
vestigating committee. 

The lines mentioned by Mr. Bull as con- 
stituting the combination are the Atlan- 
tic, Gulf and West India Steamship Com- 
pany, New York and Porto Rico Steam- 
| ship Company, Clyde Line, Mallory Line, 
Eastern Line, and the Insular Line. He 
said it was almost impossible for an inde- 
pendent company to secure wharfage fa- 
cilities because. the railroads owned or 
controlled the terminals at most of the 
ports, including New York, where the 
piers were leased. 

Chairman Alexander and Representative 
Humphrey emphatically expressed the 
opinion that the combination should be 
prosecuted. 


MUTE ON COFFEE SALES. 


Wickersham Won't Discuss Action of 
Brazilian Valorization Committee. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.— Attorney 
General Wickersham declined to-day to 
discuss the action of the Valorization 
Committee in London by which the large 
stock of Brazilian coffee in New York 


was sold for dispersion to various points 
throughout the United States. : 

“JT have read THE NEw YORK TIMES'S 
interview with Mr. Sielcken cabled from 
London,” said Mr. Wickersham, “but I 
must decline to talk about it. When 1 
am prepared to say anything of the mat- 
ter I will give it to the newspapers.”’

Parts of New Jersey, Westchester, 
and Long Island to Benefit. 


Some of the suburban districts outside 
of Greater New York are soon to receive 
@ cheaper telephone service through re- 
ductions in rates to be made by the New 
York Telephone Company. The sections 
that will be most generally benefited 
will be in New Jersey, including Jersey 
City, Newark, Hoboken, and Montclair; 
some of the places north of Rye in West- 
chester County, and some points beyond 
Hempstead, L, I. 

“The company has decided on these 
reductions and arrangements are being 
made to put the lower rates into effect 
sometime within the year,” sald Vice 
President Frank H. Bethell of the New 


York Telephone Company, at his home in} || 


Scarsdale, N. Y., last night. ‘‘ Not all of 
the suburban rates will be lowered, but 
in cortagh sections only where the con- 
ditions Warrant the change. 

“The new rates will range from 10 per 
cent. to 50 per cent. below the present 
rates. The company is making this re- 
duction voluntarily, and the saving tn tolls 


to patrons will amount to about $600,000 
a year. 


HYDE FORMALLY DISBARRED. 


Conviction of Bribery Automatically 
Deprived Him of Lawyer’s Rights. 


Charles H. Hyde, ex-City Chamberlain 
and once law partner of Mayor Gaynor, 
was disbarred yesterday by the Appellate 


Division of the Supreme Court. The dis- 
barment was on the formal application 
of the Bar Association, which recited that 
Hyde had been convicted in the Extraor- 
dinary Term of the Supreme Court for 
bribery, and that his offense was one 
which automatically deprived the offend- 
er of his right to practice as an attorney.

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IMMIGRATION BILL 
PASSED AFTER FIGHT 


Representative Mann and Others 
Filibuster All Day, but House 
Adopts Conference Report. 


LITERACY TEST A FEATURE 


Allens Must Read Thirty to Forty 
Words In Some Language— 
Head Tax Increased.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—After a hard- 
fought all-day filibuster the House of 


Representatives adopted to-night the con-| 


ference report on the Immigration bill, 
It now will go to the Senate with pros- 
pects of almost immediate adoption by 
that body. In that event unless Presi- 
dent Taft should intervene with a veto, 
the country will have an entirely new im- 
migration law after July 1, 1918. The up- 
shot of to-day’s struggle was approval 
by the House of a new immigration law of 
thirty-eight sections instead of a mere 
adoption of the Burnett Hteracy test sub- 


stitute for the original Dillingham Immi- 
gration bill. 


The Burnett bill, as passed by the House 
on Dec. 18, contained no feature except 
the proposed literacy test. It was a sub- 
atitute in the nature of an amendment 
for the Dillingham Immigration bill, 
which passed the Senate Jast April. The 
original Senate bill contemplated many 
changes in the law, and also provided for 
a literacy test similar to that proposed 
in the Burnett substitute, the principal 
difference being that the Senate included 
writing as well as reading in its test, and 
differed from the House measure some- 
what as to the admissibility of illiterate 
relatives of qualified immigrants. On all 
substantial matters of differences between 
the Senate and House touching the liter- 
acy test the Senate conferrees, Senators 
Lodge of Massachusetts and Dillingham 
of Vermont receded, but the Senate hav- 
ing disagreed to the entire House amend- 
ment, which, fn its turn, had stricken out 
the entire bill, the whole subject of im- 
migration came before the Conference

That report was filed late ‘last night, 
and was called up as soon as the House 
met to-day. Representatives Mann and 
Cannon of Illinois, Goldfogle of New 
York, Sabath of Chicago, Bartholdt of 
St. Louis, Kahn of San Francisco, Curley 
of Boston, and Hamill of New Jersey pre- 


cipitated an immediate fight against adop-! 


tion of the conference report. They raised 
points of order by the score, demanded 
repeated rollealls, took advantage of every 
absence of a quorum to play for time, 
and, by instituting the healthiest filibus- 
ter of the present session, delayed adop- 
tion of the conference report until after 7 
o'clock this evening. Then, realizing that 
on every test vote they were beaten hope- 
lessly, the opponents of the bill yielded to 
its passage without a roll call. 


Chief Changes Proposed. 


The principal changes in the existing 
immigration law proposed by the Senate, 
to which the conference managers for the 


House agreed and which are embraced in 
the proposed new law the House adopted 
to-night, follow: 


1. An increase in the immigrant head tax 
from $4 to $5. 

2. Exclusion of aliens not eligible for nat- 
uralization. 

3. Adoption of a reading literacy test, 

4. Making it permissible for the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor to decide beforehand 
as to the necessity of importing such skilled 
contract labor as now is admissible under 
the existing contract labor law. 

5. Providing heavier penalties for transpor- 
tation lines tnat violate the law against ad- 
vertising for immigrants and which bring to 
the United States aliens who are ineligible to 
enter. 

6. Providing machinery for compelling the 
attendance and testimony of witnesses before 
immigration authorities. 

7. Providing for matrons, inspectors, and 
surgeons on immigrant ships at the discre- 
tion of the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

8. Providing for the deportation of aliens 
who become criminals in three years aubse- 
quent to entry. 

9. Providing for interior immigrant stations, 

10. Providing against illegal entry of saa- 
men and stowaways, 

11, Permitting allens to be represented by 
counsel in appeals from decisions of boards 
of special inquiry. 

12. Providing experts in insanity in large 
ports of entry. 

18. A new definition of the meaning of the 
word ‘‘alien’’ where it appears In the law. 
As soon as the conference report was 
called up a wrangle followed over points 
of order. Representatives Mann and Sab- 
ath and others cnarged that the House 
conferrees had exceeded their authority 
in the Conference Committee by accept- 
ing practically the entire Senate Dill, 
which never had been before the House 
for consideration. They pointed out that 
when the Senate bill first came to the 
House last April it was referred to the 
House Immigration Committee. 


Literacy Test Revived. 


Members of that committee opposed to 
the bill were In control, and they pigeon- 
holed the work of the Senate. Finally, the 
opponents of the bill pointed out to-day,

$50,000 FOR STEFANSSON. 


He Will Seek Arctic Continent—Hon- 
ored by Collegé That Expelled Him. 


GRAND FORKS, N. D., Jan. 17.—V. 
Stefansson, discoverer of the “*‘ blond 
Eskimos,”’ who has been lecturing at the 
Universit:» of North Dakota, where he 
formerly was a student, to-day announced 
that he had been assured of $50,000 as 
expenses for a trip next Spring to locate 
an undiscovered continent in the North. 

According to Mr. Stefansson, $22,500 
has been promised by the National Geo- 
graphic Society, and a like amount by 


the American Museum of Natural His- 
tory. Personal friends have promised 
$5,000. 

The now famous explorer was expelled 
from the University in February, 1902, 
when a majority of the Faculty decided 
that he had a bad influence on other stu- 
dents. ‘The decision was reached after 
Stefansson had apparently been the in- 
stigator in a number of escapades and 
had remained away from classes for in- 
definite periods. He was always ready 
with excuses, however, and invariably 
passed his examinations with high marks 
after a few nights of vigorous *‘ cram- 
ming.”’

FIRE ADJUSTER RUBIN 


ARRESTED FOR ARSON 


Stein’s Confession of Trust| 
Blazes Brings Another | 
Indictment. 


CARRIED BENZINE IN FLASK 


SIx Cents Worth Enough for a Job, 
Izzy the Painter Says—will 
Tell of Boosted Damage. 





As a result of the confession made to 
Assistant District Attorney Royal H. | 


Weller by Isidor Stein, known as “Izzy | 
the Painter,’’ convicted head of the arson | 
trust, Robert J. Rubin, a fire insurance | 
adjuster of 2083 Broadway, was arrested | 
yesterday, following an indictment for 
arson in the second degree. | 

The indictment against Rubin was found 
after Stein, Samuel Gold, and several 
firemen and adjusters had appeared be- 
fore the Grand Jury. It 
Rubin, a public adjuster for fifteen years, 
worked with Stein in connection with 
several fires. According to the indictment 
Rubin was a scout for the arson trust, 
and went to persons, known to be unin- 
sured and after asking them to buy in- 
surance suggested that he get Stein to set 
fire to their furniture. Rubin is accused 
also of having made arrangements for 
Stein’s pay for setting the fires. 

Rubin was arrestea by Assistant Fire 
Marshals Sheehan, Crocker, and Coen, 
and was taken first to the Greenwich 
Strect Station. Later he was turned over 
to Detectives Flood and Russo of District 


Attorney Whitman’s staff, and talien to}

Stein continued his confession to Mr. 
Weller yesterday. One of his stories got

Stein said he not only enjoyed the ex- 
citement of making a fire, but always felt 
so sure no one had seen him that he 
often waited in the doorway and wel- 
comed the firemen. He said it was easy 
to get out of answering questions by 
saying, ‘I don't know” and “TI can't 
remember’’ when called to testify. His 
services were in great demand, for no- 
body wanted to set his own fire, or even 
stay in the house while it was being 
He added that he never set a 
fire until he made sure that every one 
in tne apartment had left, and had per- 
fected alibis in case they were arrested. 
He admitted he had often felt sorry when 
he thought he had endangered the life 
of some child, 

Stein also told Mr. Weller tnat he was 
sure he never would have been con- 
victed if he had not been caught in the 
He said the in- 
man was always advised by the 
adjuster that if he hired a man to start 
a fire and left that house wnile it was

Joseph P. Hennessey supported the con- 
tentions of Mr. Schulz, and laid stress on 
the sreat population within half a mile of 
the Third Avenue elevated in the Bronx. 

Commissioner Eustis remarked that he 
had no fear that the Interborough would 
delay the third tracking above 145th 
Street. 

George Price brought forward an al- 
ternative plan for the double decking of 
the third track of the Third Avenue from 
the Harlem River to 145th Street. At the 
Harlem the line has swung to the east to 
connect with the northern end of the 
Second Avenue, and runs over a private 
right of way till it reaches Third Avenue 
again at 145th Street. Mr. Price suggest- 
ed that the Third Avenue line be carried 
from its present bend to the east, straight 
up Third Avenue till it connected with its 
present line at 145th Street again.

WHY BELLEVUE PAY IS. LATE. 


Controller Prendergast Explains That 
it Is Due to Hospital’s Error. 


To the_Editor of The New York Times: 

My attention has been called to a refer- 
ence in the columns of your paper of Jan. 
17 as to delay in the payment of em- 
Ployes of Bellevue and Allied Hospitals. 
In that statement no responsibility is 
fixed for the delay as between the De- 
partment of Bellevue and Allied Hospitals 
and the Department of Finance. 

The facts are that Bellevue and Allied 
Hospitals incurred an obligation for sal- 
arfes and wages in excess of its ap- 
propriation. An application to correct 
this excess was made to the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment, but an er- 
ror was made in the amount of the cor- 
rection applied for, so that when the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
on Jan. 9, 1918, took action on the appli- 
cation of that department, there was still 
insufficient money to meet its payrolls. 
The consequence was that Bellevue and 
Allied Hospitals, on Jan. 11, was required 
to withdraw from the 
Finance its payrolls which had been 
waiting there since the first of the month. 

The application of the Department of 
Bellevue and Allied Hospitals, dated Dec. 
12, was not received in the Department of 
Finance for report until Dec. 17, which 
precluded action on it because ‘of ‘the 
holidays andthe absence of meetings of 
the Board of Estimate until Jan, 9, 1913. 

To remedy the defect in its first ap- 
plication, Bellevue and Allied Hospitals 
applied, under date of Jan. 13, for a fur- 
ther transfer of funds. This application 
was received in the Department of Fin- 
ance on Jan. 16. A report under date of 


Jan. 16 has been signed and is now with } 


the Board of Estimate for its action at 
the next meeting, which report recom- 
mends tHe transfer required, 

The Department of Finance annually 
pays salaries and wages of city and coun- 
ty employes in excess of $80,000,000. In 
practically all instances payrolis are not 
delayed in the audit of the Department 
of Finance longer than two days. The 
actual payment of cash to per diem men 
on work far distant from the Borough of 
Manhattan. is rarely delayed more than 
two or three days thereafter. 

Complaints of delays in the payment of 
employes in practically every case are 
traceable, as in this instance, to the fail- 
ure of departments to foresee prospective 
deficiencies in their payroll accounts and 
to provide for them in advance of the 
presentation of payrolls to this depart- 
ment for payment.

GROCERS’ APPLE PROFITS 


Much Higher Than Claimed by Sec- 
retary Thorpe. 


1'o the Editor of The New York Timea: 

{n referring to the activity of the 
Housewives’ League in attempting to reduce 
the retail price of apples in New York City 
Mr. Thorpe, as the official mouthpiece of the 
Retail Grocers’ Association, makes the state- 
ment that the grocer gets only fifty quarts 
of apples out of a barrel. 

The standard New York apple barrel, made 
s0 both by the law of New York State and by 
United States statute, contains 150 pounds of 
apples, three heaping bushels, or 96 quarts. If 
the grocer gets only 50 quarts out of a barrel, 
I should be glad to know what becomes of the 
other 46 quarts. 

Mr. Thorpe also states in his communica- 
tion that the grocer gives three pounds of 
apples for a quart. If such is the fact, I 
would Hke to know how and when the prac- 
tica was inaugurated, as & quart of apples 
weighs only slightly over a pound and a half. 

Mr. Thorpe further states that the retail 
grocer pays $5.50 per barrel for apples. 
Throughout the entire apple season this year 
hundreds of thousands of barrels of the best 
varieties of apples have sold in New York 
City, and are now selling, at $2.25 to $2.75 
per barrel. I refer to such varieties as the 
York Impertal, Baldwin, Greening, and other 
standard sorts. John Nix & Co., E. P. Loomis 
& Co., Kimball & Brother, and scores of other 
well-known wholesale dealers, who handle the 
best barreled fruit coming to New York, have 
sold thousands of barrels of apples this year, 
and I doubt very much if $5.50 has been re- 
ceived for a single barrel. 

At 56 cents a quart, either by welght or meas- 
ure, the price supposed to be charged by the 
Housewives’ League, the average retail grocer 
can easily make a profit of from 50 to 75 
per cent. on the money he invests in apples 
in New York City at the ruling price. 

In conclusion will ask Mr. Thorpe to fur- 
nish through the columns of your paper the 
names of retail grocers who give three pounds 
of apples for a quart, and who pay $5.50 a 
barrel for the apples, giving at the same time 
the name of tne variety so purchased and 
the name of the wholesaler from whom pur- 
chased.

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THE ORTHODONTIS 


By Straightening the Teeth 
Produce Robust Bodies.

With respect to the discussion in TH 
| Times of the benefits that accrue to pa- 
|tients from orthodontia as practiced by 
lintelligent and careful dentists, permit me 
to say that the child who can at all times 
| easily breathe through the nose is almost 
|certain to develop a robust body. As the 
lresult of irritation from colds and \per- 
haps other causes, certain tissues lyimg__ 
lin the back of the upper part of the 
‘throat, (naso-pharynx,) and named the 
jadenold, enlarge and partly close the air 
| passage from the nose to the lungs. Or 
|the inembranes of the nose become ca- 
tarrhal and enlarged and the child cannot 
| Bet sufficient air through the nose, so 
jit breathes through the mouth. The ton- 
|sils sometimes become enlarged and fur- 
jther shut off the air passage. 

When the child habitually breathes 
through the mouth, evils apparently out 
lof all proportion to the habit follow. 
The vault (or roof) of the mouth is nar- 
rowed, the floor of the nose is pushed 
up, the middle portion of the nose (sep- 
tum) is bent to one side, partly closing 
lone nostril and practically insuring habit- 
i ual eatarrh; the teeth are forced into 
wrong positions; the part of the throat 
back of the mouth (pharynx) becomes, 
inflamed and finally catarrhal in condi- 
tion; this catarrhal condition frequently 
extends to the openings of the little tubes 
(Eustachian tubes) by which the ear gets 
lair on its inner side, with the result that 
the child or adult becomes seriously or 
hopelessly deaf and is thereby prevented 
from making proper progress in life; the 
|development of the body is seriously hind- 
ered: the formation of the breast and 
shoulders is perverted, making people 
lround shouldered and chicken breasted; 
lthe whole body fails to get the oxygen 
it needs, and a weak, sickly, inefficient 
body is developed in place of the sound 
and healthy, efficient one nature plans 
for. The results of this habit may be 
somewhat worn away or overcome in later 
life by those people who live through it, 
but thousands of cases of tuberculosis, 
pneumonia, and hopeless deafness are 
traceable to breathing through the mouth. 

The orthodontist who is abreast of the 
latest developments of the science plays 
a most important part in the correction 
of the evil of mouth breathing and in 
the building up of a sound, healthy body 
and mind. When the rhinologist (nose 
and throat specialist) has removed en- 
larged adenoids and tonsils, the ortho- 
dontist puts the teeth into proper posi- 
ltions. Unless the teeth are in positions 
which permit easy habitual closing of 
the lips, nasal breathing cannot be main- 
ltained. Dr. Bogue of this city has shown 
that it is possible to correct mouth breath- 
ing by the age of four years, and to 
prevent practically all the train of evil 
consequences that would ensue, so that a 
fine, healthy body may be secured by 
nature’s method. 

No one familiar with 
lorthodontia would say that its benefits 
may be attained without discomfort or 
perhaps some pain by the patient, though 
many patients never mention it and some 
disclaim all pain. And at the hands of 
junskilled or careless practitioners that 
ipain might be serious. I have watched 
many cases and my own boy of 9 years 
is now wearing appliances on both jaws. 
I am firmly of the opinion that the neces- 
|sary pain or discomfort is not worth con- 
|sidering in comparison with the benefits 
jto be attained. 

The benefits of removing enlarged ade- 
i}noids and tonsils and putting the .ecth in 
proper positions may be summed up 
; somewhat as the evils of mouth breath- 
ing were. The roof of the mouth, which 
forms also the floor of the nose, is 
broadened as it should be, so that the 
partition (septum) is straight and the 
jnostrils open and sufficient air passage 
is assured. The body is protected against 
the irritation of air-borne particles, such 
as dirt, and very largely against the in- 
fection from air-borne diseases such as 
tuberculosis (when proper nasal breathing 
universal we shall little no 

‘white plague’’;) air is properly 
warmed and moistened before breathing; 
ithe throat remains healthy; the body and 
brain develop normally; the shoulders and 
chest develop properly; the hearing is not 
affected by catarrh; and there is reason 
to believe that the skull develops better. 
Many dispositions which were irritable or 
unruly are completely altered for the 
better. The person's chances for a 
healthy, long and efficient life are greatly 
increased.

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FIREPROOF FACTORIES. 


Garment Strikers’ Demand Shoutd Be 
Seriously Considered. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

Whatever may be the merit of the other @& 
mands made by the striking garment and clota- 
ing workers, the protest of the workers against 
hazardous workshops and factories is well 
founded. In New York City the clothing fac- 

j tories of all kinds are fire and death traps. In 
| the old non-fireproof buildings tae stairways 
; are not Inclosed in fireproof material; the fire 
escapes are old, frail, and entirely too small; 
the rooms are heated with stoves which are not 
protected in many cases; the gas jets are open; 
rubbish and clippings are collected in non-fire- 
proof receptacles or allowed to accumulate un- 
| der tables, and no attempt is made to maintain 
aisles to exits or unobstructed fire-escape en- 
trances. 

In the new fireproof loft buildings the rooms 
are overcrowded so tnat the occupants cannet 
get out in safety. Many of the new buildings 
have no means of egress from the bottom of 
the exterior fire-escapes or stairs. 

The lessons of the Triangle fire have not been 
learned by the employers, and the Committee 
on Safety recommends for serious consideration 
this demand for better protection of life in the 
factories of this city.

NO INAUGURAL BALL: 
WASHINGTON UPSET 


Wilson’s Desire to be Respected, 
but His Action Is Viewed 
as Arbitrary. 


BLOW TO BUSINESS PEOPLE 


Milliners and Dressmakers Especially 
Will Be Hit--Small 
at Inauguration Feared.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—While formal 
action will \be postponed until Monday, 
members of the Inaugural Committee are 
satisfied that President-elect Wilson’s de- 


be respected. An inaugural ball of which 
the new President and his wife did not 
approve, and which presumably they 
would not attend, would be an impossible 
affair, according to the local view. The 
greatest attraction of every such function 
at previous inaugurations has been the 
attendance of the new President and his 
wife, in whose honor the affair is held. 

While those concerned in the arrange- 
ments for the inauguration are not say- 
ing unkind things of Gov. Wilson for 
what many of them regard as an arbi- 
trary and embarrassing action, they do 
not conceal their disappointment. William 
Corcoran Eustis, Chairman of the In- 
augural Committee, declined to comment, 
but fellow-committeemen were not 580 
reticent. Corcoran Thom, Chairman of 
the Inaugural Finance Committee, said 
that Gov. Wilson’s letter was a little 
surprising. Thomas Nelson Page, Chair- 
man of the Reception Committee, 
also of the grave disappointment felt. 8S. 
W. Woodward, head of a large depart- 
ment store and prominent in the inaugural 
preparations, said that the proposal to 
abolish the ball would not meet with favor 
among the Washingtonians. Others spoke 
in the same vein. 

The inaugural ball is regarded as neces- 
sary by the organizers of the inaugura- 
tion arrangements to pay the heavy ex- 
penses to which business men of the city 
are put to provide entertainment for 
visitors. A guarantee fund of about $80,- 
000 has been subscribed already,” but the 
subscribers expect to be reimbursed out 
of the profits of the ball and the sale of 
reviewing stand privileges along the line 
of march. To add to the financial diffi- 
culties of the local organizers an agitation 
has been started by people interested in 
the beautification of Washington to pre- 
vent the erection of stands for spectators 
in the public parks and reservations. 

A frank statement of practical reasons, 
from the local business viewpoint, why 
Gov, Wilson's action was objectionable 
Was given by Julius Lansburgh, of Lans- 
burgh & Brothers, one of the oldest dry 
goods firms in the National capital. 

“‘Gov. Wilson’s action,’ said Mr. Lans- 
burgh, ‘‘is a hard blow to the business 
{interests of Washington. The milliners 
and all those dealing in women’s apparel 
will be pretty hard hit. It will cut down 
the attendance at the inauguration, and 
will make it the poorest ceremony of the 
sort we have had in many years. 

“I know of my own knowledge that 
many business men who subscribed hun- 
dreds of dollars for the inaugural fund 
would have not subscribed ten had they 


known the ball would be omitted. This 
morning I canceled a large order for

fear the attendance will be 
pared with former years.”

|THE PHILHARMONIC CONCERT. | 


First Appearance of Max Pauer in 


Mendelssohn’s G Minor Concerto. 


The Philharmonic Society at its con- 
|cert yesterday afternoon, a repetition of 
|that on Thursday evening, introduced to 
| the New York public the latest addition 
jto the pianists who contribute to the 
| music of the present season. It was Mr. 
Max Pauer, a musician who comes with- 


in music, his father, Ernst Pauer having 


|a pianist, as a writer on music, and as a

Max 
Pauer is, like his father, a pedagogue, 


a teacher in German conservatories, 

Mr. Pauer made the somewhat singular 
cnoice of Mendelssohn's G Minor Con- 
certo as a medium for introaucing him- 
self to the American public. Both of 


here and in Europe; and although in 
earlier years of the Philharmonic So- 
ciety’s history it frequently appeared on 
its programmes, it would take a long 
memory to recall its last performance. 
It is characteristic of Mendelssohn’s more 
superficial qualities, with its pleasing and 
innocent tunefulness, its arabesques of 
passage work, its slow movement that, 
like so many of Mendelssohn's slow move- 
ments, gives the effect of a popular 
hymn tune It did not appear whether 
Mr. Pauer had in mind a propaganda for 
neglected works of Mendelssohn or was 
endeavoring to find a way out of the 
rather small circle to which the dearth 
of new concerted music condemns public 
pianists. 

He pare? the composition neatly and 
fluently, with appropriate grace and pleas- 
ing sentiment, with fleet and delicate 
execution of the ornamental passages. 
His tone was rather small and flat, rather 
lacking in richness and in variety of 
either color or dynamic gradation. The 
first and last movements, if tney are to 
make much appeal, must be brilliant; but 
they did not flash or sparkle much under 
his hands. The music does not permit the 
player to show many of the deeper quali- 
{ties of an interpreter, and for a disclos- 
ure of what Mr. Paner may possess it 
will be necessary to wait till he is heard 
in matter of deeper import. His perform- 
ance gave pleasure and he was several 
times recalled. 

The orchestral numbers ‘included Mo- 
zart’s overture to the marriage of Figaro, 
Beethoven's Pastoral Sympnony, Liszt’s 
symphonic poem, ‘ The sattle of the 
Huns,’’ and Dvorak’s overture, ‘ Car- 
nival.’’ They were all well played. Mo- 
zart’s overture had delicacy and the joy- 
ous spirit of the comedy that is fore- 
shadowed in it. Mr. Stransky’s reading 
of the symphony was one that lovers of 
the work could enjoy for itself, for he 
attempted no elaborate amplifications in 
Beethoven's score to bring it up, or down, 
to the level of modern ideas of what 
storms and otner natural phenomena 
should be like in music. The playing of 
the second movement, the ‘‘ Scene by the 
BRrook,’’ had not all the finish and rhyth- 
mic precision that are necessary for flow 
and suavity of the music, but in other 
respects the performance was admirable, 
and was not lacking in life and sponta- 
neity. Liszt’s symphonic poem is one of 
those less frequently played. Its specific- 
ally musical substance is not important, 
but its orchestral effects, including a good 
deal of thundering in tne index, are many, 
and Mr. Stransky made the most of them 
in a highly sonorous performance.

Brander Matthews Says That De- 
liberate Plagiarism Is Rare. 


Brander Matthews, Professor of Dra- 
matic Literature at Columbia, was called 
yesterday as an expert to give testimony 
in the infringement of copyright proceed- 
ings brought by Ida Hampton Barnes, an 
actress, against W. C. De Mille and David 
Belasco. She charges that the defendants 
in the vaudeville sketch “In 1999" in- 
fringed her own sketch, “The Woman 
of To-morrow, or 100 Years from Now.” 

Prof. Matthews, commenting on the ad- 
mitted similarity between the sketches, 
declared that such coincidences were not 
uncommon. Rider Haggard, he said, had 
conceived the idea for a good story 
months after F. C. Anstey had written 
the story om the same lines. In his forty- 
five years of attendance at theatres, the 
ewitness said, he had come across few 
cases of deliberate plagiarism. There 
were only so many ideas, but it must be 
remembered that sketches based on the 
same kind of theme always distinctly in- 
dicated the author's philosophy. 

Charles Klein, author of ‘‘ The Lion and 
the Mouse,”’ testified that the idea of the 
triangle was as old as the drama itself, 
but that it was treated with more pro- 
priety nowadays than it used to be. 


Dr. Ernst G. Eberhard. 
Dr. Ernst) G. Eberhard, founder and 


President Emeritus of the Grand Conser- 
vatory of Music, -20 West Ninety-first 
Street, died at his home, 113 West Eighty- 
fifth Street, on Thursday from Bright's 
disease. Dr. Eberhard was born in Han- 
over, Germany, May 30, 1839. He received 
his musical education in Europe and came 
to New York when a young man.

J, A. METCALF, SINGER, DIES. 


Bass Soloist of Grace Church for 16 
Years a Victim of Cancer. 


James A. Metcalf, well known in mu- 


sical circles for more than a quarter of 
a century, died in the New York Hos- 
pital yesterday. Cancer was the cause of 
death. 

For years Mr. Metcalf was one of the 
foremost chureh soloists in New York. 
As a boy he was gifted with a remark- 
able soprano voice, and was three years 
the soloist in All Saints’ Church, ,Wor- 
cester, Mass. When his voice began to 
change he was placed in the alto part, 
in which he continued until his voice 
rounded out into an unusually fine bass. 

In 1872 Mr. Metcalf came to New York 
and obtained the bass solo position in 
Christ Church, which position he held 
for three years, when he resigned to be- 
come soloist at Zion Protestant Episcopal 
Chureh. For sixteen years prior to his 
last illness he was soloist at Grace 
Church, Tenth Street and Broadway, 
and when he was stricken in 1911 the 
vestry continued his salary for the re- 
mainder of his life. - 

In 1878 Mr. Metcalf became an active 
member of the Mendelssohn Glee Club.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Capt. Wesley 
Markwood, said to have been the oldest 
native born inhabitant of the District of 
Columbia, was buried here to-day. He 
had served the Government for seventy 
years and had a stirring career in the 
army and navy, serving in the early 
Indian troubles In Texas, the war wlth 
Mexico, and the civil war.

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JOHNSON AGREES T0 
BOX PALZER IN PARIS 


Negro Champion Sends Word 
Accepting Terms for Bout 
on Next June 25. 


Jack Johnson, generally regarded as a 
retired champion under the pressure of 


public opinion and club boycott, yester- | 


day accepted terms for a bout with Al 
Palzer for the world’s heavyweight 
championship at Paris on the night of 
June 25 next, the eve of the Grand Prix 
horse race. Tom O’Rourke, manager of 
Palzer, received a telegram from John- 
son, in which the negro accepted the 
terms of Al Lippe, the American boxing 
yromoter, who is now in Paris_and act- 
ie for the French promoters. Johnson’s 
telegram to Mr. O’Rourke was as fol- 
lows: 

“Terms satisfactory. We will make 
arrangements when I see you in regards 
to pictures and transportation. Wire 
Lippe O. K. Thanks.” 

Mr. O’Rourke declared last night _that 
the terms offered by Lippe for the Paris 
boxing club was a purse of $30,000 with 
the option of 60 per cent. of the gate 
receipts. How the money is to be di- 
vided will be settled when Johnson comes 
to New York to consult with O'Rourke. 
The number of rounds to be fought was 
not mentioned in the cablegrams that 
have passed between Lippe and O'Rourke, 
but the latter said last night that both 
Johnson and Palzer understood the 
match was to be a twenty-round affair, 
as this has been the length of all the re- 
cent bouts at the French capital. How- 
ever, the question of rounds is not cauB- 
{ng any concern, as both would agree to 
a longer bout if the promoters want it.

Palzer is now in St. Paul, where he 
stopped to visit relatives on his trip from 
California to New York, but Mr. O'Rourke 
wired him last night to come to New 
York at once. Johnson has notified 
O’Rourke that he will be in New York in 
a few days to agree on some of the details 
of the bout, but he may be unable to leave 
Illinois owing to the indictment hangin 
over him. There is also a possibility tha 
this trouble may result in the match being 
called off, as a conviction when the case 
js heard may result in a prison sentence 
for the negro. Mr. O'Rourke said last 
night that he understood Johnson would 
be allowed to go anywhere if he could se- 
cure the consent of his bondsman, as the 
case against him may not come before the 
courts for many months, gence A @ year.

STRONG FOR TARIFF |THE BUSINESS WORL 


ON FRENCH GOODS 


Ladies’ Tailors and Dressmakers’ 
Association Will Work for 
It in Washington. 


PRESIDENT PLUYM EXPLAINS 


Before the McKinley Tariff, He Says, 
There Were Few “Ladles’ Tallors’”’ 
Here, Now There Are 4,000. 


While, according to Robert Pluym, 
Presidént of the National Ladies’ Tailors 
and Dressmakers’ Association, the busi- 
ness of the leading French dressmakers 
with private customers in America has 
declined fully 75 per cent. since the en- 
actment of the McKinley tariff, ‘their 
business with professional model buyers 
in this country has more than doubled 
since that time. Mr. Pluym has just re- 
turned from Europe, where he went for 
the purpose of determining the amount 
of business done with this country by the 
French dressmakers and obtaining other 
matter for presentation before the Ways 
and Means Committee at Washington on 
Jan. 31, and is firmly convinced that only 
the retention of the present tariff or the 
levying of still higher duties on French 
fmportations will prove the salvation of 
the “American styles for American 
women ’’ movement that is now attract- 
ing considerable attention throughout the 
country. 

“The committee of the association, 
which consists of A. M. Grean, Max Perl- 
man, and myself,’’ said Mr. Pluym yes- 
terday, ‘‘ will also show that a certain 
class of American consumers used to buy 
their dresses in Paris while American 
tailors were practically idle. Up to the 
time the McKinley tariff was enacted 
there were hardly a dozen ladies’ tailors 
of prominence in the whole United States. 
To-day there are over 4,000 tailors to 
women in New York City alone, and hun- 
dreds of them are doing a large business 
every year. This increase and prosperity 
can be attributed only to the fostering 


influence of a protective tariff.” 

Commenting on the use of fake Paris 
labels by unscrupulous dressmakers in 
this country, considerable attention to 
which was given by the press a few 
months ago, Mr. Pluym said: 

“It will doubtless be interesting to 
know that a syndicate, or association, as 
it is called on this side, of leading Pa- 
risian dressmakers has become interested 
in a movement to prevent further illegiti- 
mate use of its various trade-marks in 
this country. On investigation it was 
d:scovercd that the American copyright 
laws permitted the registration of both 
Toreign and domestic trade-marks, and 
plans are now under way by which the 
marks of Deuiller, Paquin, Drecol, Dou- 
cet, Calot Soeurs, Martial et Armand, and 
other famous dressmakers will be regis- 
tered in this country, and any further 
jilegitimate use of them be made cause 
for civil suit. Jacques Worth, who is 
Secretary of the Paris syndicate, is espe- 
cially active in this movement. 

‘in connection with the importation of 
these labels a rather curious point came 
up about a month ago. I wrote to the 
Division of Customs of the United States 
'Yreasury, requesting some action on the 
part of the Government to prevent their 
entrance to this country, going so far 
as to insinuate that by countenancing the 
ractice the Government was a direct, if 
nnocent, party to the fraud, and received 
the following reply: 

The department is in receipt of your letter 
of the ist ult., requesting to be informed 
whether woven labels bearing the name of 
foreign dressmakers are being imported into 
the United States. 

In reply I have to advise that the Col- 
Jector at New York reports that labels of 
this description are imported at that port 
through the parcel post, and that importa- 
tions of such labels are frequently made and 
are for importers whose business is re- 
stricted to the garment :abel business. 

In connection with your statement that the 

lublic is being decelved by the use of these 
abels on American-made garments, I have 
to state that the department is aware of no 

Federal statute under which their importa- 
tion could be prevented. The Collector at 
New York suggests that in his opinion Sec- 
tion 438 ot the New York Penal Code, which 
makes it a misdemeanor to put upon an 
article of merchandise any false description 
or other indication respecting the kind, num- 
ber, quality, welght, or measure of such 
articles or any part thereof, or the place or 
country where it was manvfactured or pro- 
duced, &c., might be invoked to prevent 
their use in that State.

“It might be well at this time to- put 
the association on record as highly in 
favor of the Palmer bill, 8,896, which was 
introduced at the last session of Congress 
and which provides for the labeling as 
adulterated all silk and wool fabrics into 
which other than these fibres enter in the 
course of manufacture. At the same time 
the association is unanimously opposed to 
the Levy and Peters bills, respectively 
HH. R. 25,883 and 24,926, which pro- 
vide for the increasing of the free en- 
trance of dutiable goods from $100 in 
value to $350, and, in cases where parties 
have been abroad for five or six months, 
to $525. These bills, while they may meet 
the favor of the traveling public, mean a 
substantial lowering of ithe Government's 
revenues in the course of a year, and act 
as an incentive to travelers to purchase 
more freely abroad to the detriment of 
American manufacturers. A dollar spent 
on the other side may figuratively be 
said never to come back again.”’ 


CONFER WITH WICKERSHAM. 


Pacific Railroads’ Representatives 
Discuss Dissolution of Merger. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—Maxwell Ev- 
farts, general counsel, and several other 
representatives of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company, to-day conferred with 
Attorney General Wickersham regarding 
the dissolution of the Union Pacific- 
Southern Pacific merger order by the Su- 
preme Court. 

This was the first conference between 
the Attorney General and Southern Pa- 
cific interests since that company elect- 
ed a Board of Directors, exclusively allied 
with the Southern Pacific, as the first 
step in compliance with the Supreme 
Court’s mandate. Nothing definite, it 
was said, was accomplished at the con- 
ference. 

Maxwell Evarts, who returned to New 
York last night, had no comment to make 
on his conference with Attorney General 
Wickersham, nor would he say that any 
method of procedure had been decided 
upon in the affairs of the railways. 

Mr. Evarts is a Director in the Oregon 
Short Line Railway Company, Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company, and the Union 
Pacific Land Company. He is also Presi- 
dent of the State National Bank of 
Windsor, Vt., and Vice President of the 
Windsor Machine Company.

COFFEE PRICES HOLD FIRM. 


Sales of Nearly 1,000,000 Bags No 
Immediate Bencfit to Consumer. 


While in the opinion of various coffee 
roasters and jobbers, the local trade will 
be disturbed only slightly, if at all, by 
the sale of nearly 1,000,000 bags of valor- 
ized Brazilian coffee in the United States, 
the consensus of opinion appears to be 
that the dissolution of the so-called cof- 
fee trust, so far as this country is con- 
cerned, means practically ne benefit to 
consumers in the matter of price. Prices 
have as yet shown no change in whole- 
sale circles, and are not expected to for 
some little time at least. The public will, 
however, reap the benefit of being able 
to obtain old crop coffee, which is sald 


to be of better and more mellow flavor 
in the cup. 

Opinions on the course of future prices 
differ somewhat. In some quarters no 
change is looked for for some time; in 
others the statistical position of the mar- 
ket is believed to be so strong that prices 
are apt to harden before many weeks 
have passed. In still other parts of the 
trade the bellef is held that from now on 
Price fluctuations will depend solely on 
the law of supply and demand. 

The jobbers are apparently hit hardest 
by the distribution of the valorized stock, 
as the selling of nearly 1,000,000 bags 
of coffee to their customers can mean 
little but dullness for the wholesalers for 
some time. In the belief of one of the 
most prominent anti-valorization roast- 
ers, the dissolution of the so-called trust 
can mean nothing but future good to the 
entire trade through the re-establishing 
of confidence on the part of the consum- 
ing public. 


$1,000 COFFEE FELLOWSHIP. 


Roasters, Pledging Cash, Urge 
Establishment at Columbla.

GOOD JEWELRY TRADE. 


Parcel Post an Ald and 


Used by Retailers. 


Little change has taken place in the 
local silverware trade during the week, 
and on the whole conditions appear to be 
satisfactory. Many of the larger manu- 
facturers are in the midst of stock-tak- 
ing. Others have finished, and are now 
interested in the orders that salesmen 
on the road are sending in.

The dia- 
mond market is strong, with prices stiff 
and well upheld by the London syndicate. 


PRINTCLOTHS ACTIVE, 
There was a good deal of activity in 
the local print cloth market yesterday, 
and considerable trading was reported. 
Many of the bids that had been in the

MILK BUSINESS DWINDLES. 


Foundation of Blanck Estate of 
$100,502 Appraised at $250. 


The estate of William A. Blanck, who 
for fifty years conducted a milk busi- 
ness in New York City, has been ap- 
praised at $100,502.47, The appraisal was 
transmitted yesterday to the Surrogates’ 
Court. 

Mr. Blanck, who had 
East Forty-fifth Street, was 92 years old 
when he died on March 10 last. He 
started in business at the end of the 
elvil war, supplying milk to about forty 
hotels. The milk was bought from New 
Jersey farmers. According to the testi- 
mony of his daughter, Mrs. Margaret B. 
Quinn, one of the executrices of his will, 
the business has dropped off considera- 
bly in the past fifteen years, so that at 
present the net profits average only 
$1,112 a year.

The value of the 
business, therefore, is appraised at $250, 
which is capital invested, represented by 
two horses and a wagon.

The 
realty is valued at $22,000, being an eaulty 
in 147 East Forty-fifth Street. Elizabeth 
Blanck, the widow, is given a life inter- 
est in the residue of the estate after

Not Much Change In 15 Years for 
Salesmen, Says Wallpaper House. 


“Despite the fact that the cost of 
living is generally supposed to have 
advanced considerably during the last 
few years, the expenses of salesmen 
representing wallpaper houses have 
not materially increased,” said an of- 
ficial of a well-known wallpaper manu- 
facturing company, recently. 

“IT have not made an actual com- 
parison of the expense accounts from 
year to year, but in handling the 
itemized expenses handed in each week 
by our salesmen, I notice little change 
trom week to week, and to the best 
of my recollection they add up about 
the same as those of the last ten or 
fifteen years. This business is differ- 
ent from some, no doubt, but our men 
have been with us for years. They 
cover the same territory all the time, 
and sell the same two or three con- 
cerns in each town, which means about 
the same amount of entertaining each 
trip, and, apparently, their expenses 
vary only a little each year. 

“Instead of carrying a large number 
of trunks and paying heavy excess 
baggage charges, fewer trunks are 
taken now, an this has cut down ex- 
penses a great deal. Of course, the 
salesmen have to sell enough to cover 
their salaries and expenses, but where 
the expenses have increased a little 
the sales have grown in larger pro- 
portion each year, and the salesmen 


are making considerably more on the 
long run.”

Gold Ribbon on Spools Is Gold Leaf— 
Sweet Puppy Cakes Held High. 


The Board of United States General 
Appraisers yesterday decided that. ribbon 
gold on wooden spools is dutiable under 
the Tariff act of 1909 as gold leaf at 
specific rates.

and hence could not be held. Court was 
then adjourned until Monday, when sev-

Visible Cotton 6,177,419 Bales. 

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 17. — Secretary 
Hester’s statement of the world’s visible 
supply of cotton shows that the total visi-

CONDITIONS OF TRADE. 


Commenting on general business condi- 
tions, Dun's Review says: 


Trade in most important branches continues 
to show a satisfactory gain over last year In 
volume of transaction Business sentiment, 
however, while confident, is conservative. A 
notable development is the marked increase in 
railroad activity. While track construction is 
at low ebb, the raflroads are, with conspicuoug 
energy, adding to their rolling stock and ex- 
tending their terminal and other facilities for 
handling both freight and passengers. This 
creates a notable demand for iron and steel, 
which now constitutes the most important fac- 
tor in that trade. Raflroad earnings continue 
large, the record of gross earnings for the 
first week of January showing a gain of 11.6 
per cent.—the largest increase in Over & year— 
but this in part is accounted for by the weather 
conditions, which are exceptionally favorable 
for railroad traffic. The copper trade is the 
only great industry which @oes not report cur- 
rent improvement. The dry goods market is 
not only more active than last year, but enjoys 
a satisfactory outlook for the coming months. 
The shoe trade also improves, with a prospect 
of still larger business. Bank clearings this 
week increased 7.5 per cent. and 12.6 per cent., 
respectively, over the preceding two years. 


Bradstreet’s says: 


Business is more than up to the seasonal 
mark, but more or less conservatism, espe- 
cially in the East, is engendered by the dis- 
position of some interests to discuss tariff re- 
vision. In the face of this is the overlooming 
fact that trade continwes to move at a steady 
pace, that goods are wanted, and that most 
orders placed with jobbers call for quick ship- 
ment. Therefor; it may be said that actual 
wants rather than political sentiment domi- 
nate the situation. Specifically, inventories 
have practically been completed, and trade is 
shaping itself for a new impulse. Thus far 
this has been supplied in a satisfactory way, 
chiefly through the medium of mail orders and 
road sales, these being largely to replenish bro-

TOO DEEP FOR COURTS 


Former Commissioner of Cor- 
porations Smith Calls Dissolu- 
tions ‘“‘ Economic Farces.” 


PUBLICITY THE REAL REMEDY 


‘ 


Asks How Courts Can Get at Facts 
When It Took. His Experts Four 
Years to Investigate Steel Trust. 


Efficient publicity, with the newspapers 
as the medium by which to get facts and 
figures before the public, was recom- 
mended by Herbert Knox Smith, former 
Commissioner of Corporations, inanaddress 
before the New York Untversity Forum 
yesterday afternoon, as one of the most 
effective ways of curbing the great cor- 
porations and proving to them that illegal 
methods of doing business would not be 
tolerated. Mr. Smith gave examples to 
prove his case. He said that the system 
of rebates granted by railroads to the 
Standard Oil had been stopped largely by 
the Bureau of Corporations, estaviushed 
in 1908 and of which he was the head until 
he resigned last year. 

“We found that publicity, based on 
concrete facts coming before the people 
from an authoritative source, was the best 
and safest cure for certain evils,’ said 
he. ‘That was the history of the 
Standard Oil rebates. Six months after 
our report had been given publicity 
through the newspapers every railroad 
concerned had canceled every rate that 
we objected to as illegal. And that was 
not because of the fear of prosecution, 
but was due to the fact that the railroads 
could not stand up against public opinion, 
based upon authoritative facts, 

“We recognized one fact: There is 
only one means of publicity and thet is 
the newspapers. There was no use issuing 
volumes of statistics and figures which 
nobody was interested. im and would not 
read. The facts as in the case of the 


Standard Oll rebates had to be boiled 
down from 300 pages or more of manu- 
script to 2,500 words of readable matter— 
about two columns in a newspaper. These 
were sent out for release on a _ certain 
day, and it is safe to say that 5,000,000 
people saw the headlines. That was what 
we called efficient publicity. 

“There was another case, that of the 
cotton exchanges, which we criticised 
sharply, although they did not come un- 
der Federal control. As a result of the 
publicity, the exchanges appointed com- 
mittees to investigate and the New Or- 
leans exchanges instituted reforms.” 

After the publicity campaign directed 
at the Tobacco Trust, Mr. Smith added, 
independent dealers had come to him and 
said that the change for the good brought 
about in the trade made them feel as if 
they had just been released from prison. 

Mr. Smith's topic was ‘“‘The Relation 
of Government to Corporations.’’ The 

olicy of the United States for the past 
wenty years, he said, had been marked 
by its lack of policy, and the Sherman 
Anti-Trust law he characterized as a 
negative measure, enforced only as a 
prohibitive measure through the cum- 
brous process of the courts, which, he 
said, were absolutely incapable of han- 
dling this great problem of the regula- 
tion of business. The climax came, said 
Mr. Smith, in the dissolution of the 
Standard Oil and American Tobacco com- 
panies, which he referred to as ‘‘ vaude- 
ville economic results’’ and ‘‘ economic 
farces.”’ The object of the suits, he sald 
was to@ restore competition, and, 0o 
course, we got nothing of the sort. 

“Tf you know anything about court 
procedure you know the absurdity of this 
process,” said Mr. Smith. ‘‘ The courts 
are about the worst instruments possible 
for the regulation of so complex a piece 
of machinery.” Mr. Smith said that if 
sults were instituted in every case where 
the Sherman law applied ‘we wouldn't 
get the last one of those cases tried for 
a century.” 

The Bureau of Corporations, he said, 
didn’t have a fair show, despite all it had 
accomplished. Not enough money was 
appropriated for its use, and as a result 
some of its staff were inefficient, and its 
overworked specialists had to cope with 
heads of great corporations who worked 
six hours a day for $25,000 a year. 

“YT want to see the Bureau of Corpora- 
tions made permanent and its powers 
broadened. I want to see something 
analagous to the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission,’ he said. ‘‘ Pay the Com- 
missioners $10,000 a year each; they are 
worth it if they are worth anything. I 
would have that commission exercise a 
certain advisory power, but I wouldn’t go 
very far in that connection yet. I would 
rely largety on publicity for a time.’’ 

As an illustration of the need of the 
bureau, Mr. Smith said that it had taken 
his specialists four years to get the facts 
in connection with the United States Steel 
Corporation. “ And if it took our experts 
that long, how could the courts hope to 
obtain these facts?’ he asked. “I have 
seen too much of these farcial attempts 
through the courts. You might as well 
try to control the General Eleotric Com- 
pany through the police courts.” 

It seemed to him necessary to establish 
@ permanent ae between the 
Government and big business throu a 
commission such as he suggested, which 
would be flexible and prompt in action, 

There were many diversions from the 
topic during the discussion. One woman 
asked Mr. Smith: ‘‘ Why cannot the law 
of the land deal with the guilty?” 

‘Do you mean that old saying about 
‘guilt is personal’?” returned the speak- 


quickly retorted the woman 
{is absolutely nothing personal 
about this, I assure you.”’ 


WOOD WANTS ARMY RESERVE. 


Says We Would Need 600,000 Men 
In Event of a World-Power War. 


Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief of 
Staff United States Army, speaking at 
the twelfth annual dinner of the 24-karat 
Club in the Waldorf-Astoria last night, 
made a plea for the army reserve plan 
that the War Department hopes wil! 
some day solve the military problem of 
the United States. Gen. Wood said that 
he did not believe in great standing ar- 
mies nor was he an advocate of what 
was generally known as militarism. But 
at the same time he was not to be num- 
bered among ‘“‘ the-peace-at-any-price in- 
dividuals.”’ 

Gen. Wood observed that this Govern- 
ment had never engaged in a war with 
a first-class power when it did not have 
the aid in one way or another of another 
great power. In not one of these wars 
was the country ready, and it was in 
order to make possible this needed readi- 
ness that the War Department had de- 
veloped its scheme of an army reserve. 

‘““We are apt to refer to our tremendous 
resources,’ said Gen. Wood, “but you 
must remember that undevéloped, un- 
trained resources of men are of very little 
more value in an emergency than would 
be the undeveloped gold mines of Alaska 
in a crisis in Wall Street.’’ 

Gen. Wood said that the militia of the 
country was improving every day in ef- 
ficiency, yet, he added, that was the 
country brought face to face with a war 
situation it would at this time be im- 
ossible to raise at the very greatest 
fimit more than 150,000 men, and this 
would take in the entire regular army 
and al Ithe National Guard troops of the 
various States. 

“A war with a first-class power,” said 
he, ‘‘ would necessitate at the very be- 
ginning the mobilization of at least 600,- 
000 men. Where would we get the extra 
450,000 trained men?” 

To officer such an army he pointed out 
that 16,000 officers would be needed. 
‘*Where would they come from?” he 
asked. 

“The proposition,” said he, “is a bust- 
ness one, and not a military one. It is 
a proposition that will not bring on war, 
but one that will be the best guarantee 
against war.’ 

Other speakers were Job BE. Hedges, 
who said that defeat in the ‘recent un- 
pleasantness’’ had not soured him one 
bit: Borough President George McAneny, 
Chief Justice Isaac Franklin Russell of 
the Court of Special Sessions, Assistant 
Attorney General William L. Wemple, and 
Wiliam H. Wadhams. 


TRUST PENSIONS. 


System for Employes Similar to One 
at First National. 


The ‘Bankers’ Trust Company an- 
nounced yesterday a pension plan, to be- 
come effective on Feb. 15, and for whicn 
it has appropriated $75,000 as a nucleus. 


Annual appropriations will be made here- 
after according to the needs of the fund 
and the profits of the company. With 
the inauguration of the plan the yearly 
bonus System will be abolished. 

The pension plan is based on those of 
the First National Banks of New York 
and Chicago. Membership in the asso- 
ciation will be voluntary on the part of 
employes, who will be required to pay 
in 3 per cent. of their salaries. Fifteen 
years of service are required before a 
member may benefit from the fund. In 
case of earlier retirement or incapacity 
he will receive what he has paid in, with 
4 per cent. interest, but no pension. A 
member may retire on a pension at 60 
years, and must so retire at 65, unless 
the company requests him to remain in 
active service, 

Pensions will be based on length of 
service, the annual amount being as 
many fiftieths of his salary as his years 
of service, except that it shall not ex- 
ceed thirty-five fiftieths, or $5,000 a year. 

For less than twenty-five years’ service 
the pension is to run the length of time 
of such service. For twenty-five years 
or more of service it is to continue until 
death. For incapacity before 60 it is to be 
based on the number of years of service. 

The widow of an —* eligible for a 
ension will receive until remarriage or 

eatn half the amount to which the hus- 
band would have been entitled. Similar 
provision is made for children up to the 
age of 16. 

Sixteen <a of the company are 
now more than and five are more than 
60 years old.

While other influences are ecotited with 
having brought about some unsettlement 
in the past week, President-elect Wilson's 
views, as expressed before the Commer- 
cial Club dinner in Chicago and in his 
final annual message to the New Jersey 
Legislature, are popularly held respon- 
sible for the week’s declines.

Ever since the death of William McKin- 
ley the Executive Department at Wash- 
ington has been headed by reformers, 
and it now appears that four years more 
of reform are ahead of us. We say all 
this—a prominent brokerage firm is 
speaking—not in any spirit of criticism, 
but as a simple statement of evident 
facts.”’

Fertilizer Issue Weak. 


For a time yesterday the Virginia- 
Carolina Chemical Company’s common 
stock sold 4 points below its opening 
price of 89. At the close it had recovered 
to 37, at which figure the issue showed 
a loss of 1% points. No one seemed able 
to account for the weakness, except on 
the theory that the Government has plans 
for an investigation of the fertilizer busi- 
ness, and a possible combination in re- 
straint of trade. None of the Virginia- 
Carolina Directors was able to offer any 
reason for the weakness in the company’s 
shares. A dividend of 3 per cent. was 
paid last year, and the next declaration 
is not due until July. President Morgan 
said on the occasion of a recent visit to 
New York that the outlook for the fer- 
tilizer business, which furnishes most of 
the company’s revenue, was good, Fur- 
thermore, it is said that the company 
has plenty of working capital and has no 
new financing in sight.

Prices Improve—Steadiness 
on Paris Bourse.

LONDON, Saturday, Jan. 18.—The 
Times says in its City article to-day: 

“The market was poorly supplied 
with money yesterday and the demand 
was sufficient to cause little loan 
business to be done at the bank. Tho 
rates for day-to-day advances and 
fixtures were appreciably higher than 
on Thursday. Discount houses raised 
quotations for all bills. 

“The stock markets recovered from 
a dull opening on various rumors, one 
being that the collective note of the 
powers had been presented to the 
Porte, and the impression appeared to 
be that there was a slightly better 
prospect of Turkey yielding. These 
reports caused a Slight rally in Con- 
sols and encouraged Continental oper- 
ators to send in a few buying orders 
for their special favorites. 

“Generally speaking, there was a 
lack of business, and the features of 
interest were not numerous. Foreign 
railway stocks again met a fair meas- 
ure of support, Mexico Northwestern 
bonds advancing on the proposed plans 
for insuring the payment of coupons. 

“ American securities became dull in 
street dealings. Marconi shares were 
again very depressed, although not 
closing quite at the lowest. Chinese 
bonds remained out of favor.”

McKenna was convicted on Oct. 25 of 
strangling Sigfrid Eckstrom, a young 
in the Bronx, before Judge Rosalsky 
in General Sessions in this county. Me- 
Kenna’s lawyer appealed to Supreme 
Court Justice Seabury for a writ of 
habeas corpus after Judge Rosalsky had 
sentenced his client to die in the electric 
chair at Sing Sing. The lawyer asserted 
that the New York County criminal courts 
had no jurisdiction over an offense com- 
mitted in the Bronx, because of the adop- 
tion of the bill making the Bronx a sepa- 
{rate county. Justice Seabury dismissed 
the writ and the case came before the Ap- 
pellate Division on appeal. 

The main point on which the Appellate 
Division held the law unconstitutional 
was that the Legislature had provided 
an irregular method for the selection of 
Bronx County officers for this year. The 
Constitution directed, the majority of the 
court held, that certain county officers 
should be elected. The Bronx County 
bill provided that the New York County 
Clerk, Sheriff, and Register, and other 
officers should act for Bronx County un- 
til officers elected next Fall in the Bronx 
succeeded them on Jan. 1, 1914. This de- 
fect, the Appellate Division decided in 
its majority opinion, made the whole act 
inoperative. 

Another point which the majority opin- 
ion dwelt on was the fact that the bill 
was to be passed on only by voters in 
the Bronx.

‘“*T expect to see Gov. Pothier of Rhode 
Island soon, though I have not yet cor- 
responded with him concerning a date of 
meeting,’’ continued Gov. Foss. ‘‘ Then 
the other Governors of New England will 
be invited to conferences, because you 
know the Boston & Maine is a subsidiary 
of the New Haven Road, and New Eng- 
land really has only one railroad system, 
and for that reason care must be exer- 
cised in legislating on future railroad 
needs. There is no reason to doubt that 
all the Governors will work harmoni- 
ously on whatever project is determined 
on, accomplishing what they can through 
their influence with their respective Leg- 
islatures.’
